MEMORANDUM FOR: Acting Assistant Director for Special Activities 

SUBJECT: Cuba Missions: Instructions to Navy and 

Cover Story 


1. There is not to my knowledge a written document regard- 
ing Navy's role concerning the Cuba missions. Whatever action has been 
taken in this regard occurred prior to my being assigned in CIA. 

Z. It is my understanding that should the U-2 make an 
emergency landing at either Guantanamo or Key West, the commanding 
officer of either station will take action to notify Headquarters first of 
the Incident and then hangar the aircraft while awaiting instructions on 
cover, press release, etc, I have also been told that Navy is on strip 
alert while the U-2 is East of 85®W, but 1 have nothing in writing to con- 
firm this. 


3 . I suggest that OD/OSA draft a letter to CNO stating 
specifically what is desired concerning Navy's action in this matter. In 
other words, what action would OD Uke the Navy to take regarding the 
questions in attachment. I will be glad to cooperate in the draft of such 

a letter and can easily arrange to have any reasonable operation require- 
ment® laid on Navy to support the Cuba U-2 operations. 

4. As long as the questions in the attachment have been asked, 
I feel it appropriate at this time to ask if the whole operation lias been 
recently reviewed including cover. I would feel better if someone could 
assure you that all station commanders are thoroughly briefed who might 
be involved In any way should an incident occur.
